Oil Production 
May Equal 1942 - ; 
Boom Record : 


CALGARY—Alberta oil production 
is climbing back toward boom records 
set in 1942 when Turner Valley’ was 
in its heyday. Production then at 
one time reached 30,000 barrels a 
day. Production in January, 1948, 
was up almost one third over the 
1947 figure. It stood at 24,500. bar- 
rels daily and was climbing fast. 

Figures released by the Alberta 
Petroleum and Natural Gas Conser- 
vation Board reveal that in January, 
1948, Turner Valley production was 
15,046 barrels. : 

Alberta still hung on to its position 
as Canada’s No. 1 oil producer. In 
January it turned out 687,447 barrels 
of oil compared with 73,753 barrels 
produced by Saskatchewan. Small 
amounts were produced in Ontario 
and New Brunswick. :

Thinning 

A common mistake of the new gar- 
dener is to sow seed too thickly and 
to allow plants to grow too close to- 
gether. Petunias, cosmos, zinnias and 
other fair-sized flowers should be 
thinned to at least 10 inches apart. 
Corn, cucumbers, melons and other 
things grown in individual hills should 
also be thinned to not more than 
three or four plants, Crowded plants 
will be weak and spindly.

OCCUPATIONAL ECZEMA 
SOMETIMES AVOIDABLE 


Industrial workers can escape oc- 
cupational dermatitis (eczema) if 
certain rules are adhered to, it. is 
stated by Dr: Samuel M. Peck of New 
York. In a paper, read in Chicago 
some months ago, he laid down these 
rules: 

Machines should be cleaned daily; 
oil should be filtered to eliminate 
metal.slivers; workers should take 
daily showers: and use clean towels 
and cléan clothing every day; waste 
should be cleared from near machines. 

In the case of workers in cement 
plants, there should be efficient dust 
control, while workers should use 
goggles or respirators. Machines 
should be enclosed. “ 

As for housewives and others who 
contract dermatitis from soap. or 
soap flakes, rubber gloves, closed ‘at 
the wrists by a sleeve buttoned over 
the glove, should be used. If this 
did not help, soap substitutes should 
be used and the hands lubricated fre- 
quently with an ointment containing 
animal or vegetable fats.

Moisture Conditions In West Are 
Excellent--Late Seeding Prospect 


WINNIPEG. — Spring is com- 
ing very slowly in the West, 
and a late seeding season 
seems in prospect. Moisture 
conditions over practically all 
the West are excellent. Sub- 
soil moisture is good and melt- 
ing snow may give plenty of 
topsoil moisture for germina- 
tion. Heavy reservoirs of snow 
in the mountains qre regarded 
in Alberta as encouraging. 

, Over a considerable part of Sask- 
,atchewan, grasshoppers are regarded 
as a potential menace because of a 
large number of eggs in the soil. The 
Provincial Government, and many 
farmers, are making preparations for 
a poisoning campaign if that should 
become necessary.

;year. Even good reserves of subsoil 
|moisture have been exhausted in the 
past by long prevailing hot winds 
from the South during the summer. 

It was feared last fall that dry 
in the Middle Western 
States might be heralding a general 
North American drought. Such fears 
have been largely removed by good 
winter precipitation in such States. 


For the present, there is nothing 
unsatisfactory in the Western out- 
look. Generally speaking, most farm- 
ers would prefer to see ‘a late spring 
rather than an early one, so that re- 
serves of moisture locked in the soil 
are not exposed too soon to drying 
action.
